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1. HIJACKING - 

CO-SPONSORS OF DRAFT RESOLUTION ON SAFETY OF INTERNATIONAL 
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CIVIL AVIATION MET EARLY NOV. 1 TO CONSIDER AFRICAN GROUP REQUEST 
THAT REFERENCE TO CHARTER BE EXPANDED TO INCLUDE REFERENCE TO 
RELEVANT UN RESOLUTIONS. NONE OF THE CO-SPONSORS WERE PREPARED TO 
BREAK CONSENSUS OVER THIS ADDITION THOUGH THEIR UNHELPFUL CHARACTER 
WAS RECOGNIZED. US POINTED OUT THAT INTRODUCTION OF REFERENCE TO 
RESOLUTIONS ENHANCED IMPORTANCE OF OPPOSING BAROODY'S (SAUDI 
ARABIA) RESOLUTION. CO-SPONSORS AGREED THAT IF BAROODY COULD NOT 
BE PREVAILED UPON TO WITHDRAW HIS RESOLUTION ONE OF THE CO-SPONSORS 
SHOULD MOVE PER RULE 131. AFTER ADOPTION OF MAIN RESOLUTION, TO 
HAVE COMMITTEE DECIDE NOT TO ADOPT SECOND RESOLUTION ON ITEM. 

OPENING OF SPC MEETING NOV. 1 DELAYED BY BAROODY INSISTENCE 
THAT PRICE FOR HIS WILLINGNESS GO ALONG WITH CONSENSUS 
ADOPTION OF PRIMARY RESOLUTION WAS AGREEMENT THAT HIS RESOLUTION 
WOULD ALSO BE ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS. AT START OF MEETING BAROODY 
SAID HE COULD GO ALONG WITH CONSENSUS ONLY IF REFERENCE TO 
RELEVANT UN RESOLUTIONS EXPANDED TO INCLUDE DECLARATIONS AND 
COVENANTS. HE ALSO REQUESTED ADDITION OF FINAL NEW PARAGRAPH 
WHICH "APPEALS TO ALL GOVERNMENTS TO MOVE SERIOUS STUDIES OF THE 
ABNORMAL SITUATION RELATED TO HIJACKING." BAROODY'S AMENDMENTS 
WERE INCORPORATED IN RESOLUTION WHICH WAS ADOPTED BY 
CONSENSUS. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 4250) 

2. RECONSIDERATION OF CYPRUS ITEM - 

TURKISH COUNSELOR ULUCEVIK REACTED PREDICTABLY TO US 
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INTENTION OF ABSTAINING ON RECONSIDERATION MOTION WHICH 
TURKEY PLANS TO INTRODUCE IN THE GA NOV. 7. HE THOUGHT 
THERE WAS NO CHANCE ANKARA WOULD PULL BACK. HE SAID TURKEY 
CONSIDERED ALLOCATION QUESTION CLOSED, BUT INTENDS NOW TO 
REQUEST THE PLENARY TO INVITE A TURKISH CYPRIOT TO PARTICIPATE 
IN THE DEBATE AND IN ORDER TO DO SO THE ITEM MUST BE 
RECONSIDERED. TURKEY CONSIDERS THIS AN "IMPORTANT POLITICAL 
GESTURE," EVEN THOUGH IT WILL NOT GARNER THE REQUIRED 
TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 4242) 

3. DISARMAMENT ITEMS - 

BOTH EASTERN AND WESTERN DRAFT RESOLUTIONS ON PROHIBITION 
OF NEW TYPES OF WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION (MDW) WERE 
INSCRIBED OCT. 31 IN COMMITTEE 1 AGENDA, AND EASTERN DRAFT 
HAS PRECEDENCE. FOLLOWING INSCRIPTION, UKDEL AGAIN INQUIRED 
WHETHER SOVIETS WERE INTERESTED IN SEARCH FOR MUTUALLY- AGREEABLE 
COMPROMISE, BUT SOVIETS, AS EARLIER, WERE UNWILLING TO CONSIDER 
ANY RESOLUTION WHICH DOES NOT REQUEST CCD TO NEGOTIATE UMBRELLA 
MDW AGREEMENT. 

YUGOSLAVS INFORMED USDEL THAT NONALIGNED GROUP OF 17 AGREED 
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TO OUR REQUEST FOR DEFERRAL OF CONSIDERATION OF THE YUGOSLAV/ 
PAKISTANI DRAFT RESOLUTION ON THE USE OF NUCLEAR ENERGY FOR 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT. SOVIETS, WHO FIND THE 
YUGOSLAV/PAKISTANI DRAFT UNACCEPTABLE, INDICATED POSSIBILITY 
OF RECOMMENDING TO YUGOSLAVS AND PAKISTANIS THAT IAEA 
IS APPROPRIATE FORUM TO DISCUSS PRINCIPLES FOR PEACEFUL USES 
OF NUCLEAR ENERGY RATHER THAN A SPECIAL UN CONFERENCE. 
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UNSUMMARY 

AMB FISHER TOLD TEMPLETON (NEW ZEALAND) THAT THE US WOULD HAVE 
TO STAND ON ' FRIENDLY ABSTENTION" RE NEW ZEALAND'S DRAFT 
RESOLUTION ON COMPREHENSIVE TEXT BAN (CTB) DUE TO LANGUAGE ON 
DEADLINE AND MORATORIUM. TEMPLETON SAID CONSIDERABLE EFFORT 
HAD BEEN MADE IN FORMULATING LANGUAGE SO AS TO AVOID REPEAT 
OF LAST YEAR'S RESOLUTION, SWEDEN AND MEXICO WERE "FULLY 
BEHIND" THE DRAFT, AND HE HAD HOPED THE US COULD HAVE SUPPORTED 
IT. USDEL BELIEVES NEW ZEALAND WILL RESIST ANY SOVIET ATTEMPT 
TO REVISE DRAFT SO AS TO PREJUDGE PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS 
(PNE) ISSUE EITHER DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY. 

ISSRAELYAN (USSR) INFORMED USDEL THAT OPERATIVE PARA 5 
(PNES)OF SOVIET DRAFT RES ON CTB WOULD BE DROPPED. USSR 
WOULD ATTEMPT MERGE SOVIET DRAFT RES WITH NEW ZEALAND/ 
AUSTRALIAN/MEXICAN/SWEDISH DRAFT RES. 

MEXICANS SAID THEY COULD NOT AGREE TO USDEL'S SUGGESTION FOR 
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A SINGLE OMNIBUS RESOLUTION ON THE TREATY OF TLATELOLCO 

AND WILL CONTINUE PRACTICE OF PRESENTING SEPARATE RESOLUTIONS 

CONFIDENTIAL 
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ON PROTOCOLS I AND II. THEY SAID THEY INTEND TO INCLUDE IN THE 
DRAFT ON PROTOCOL II A PREAMBULAR PARAGRAPH ON THE OBLIGATIONS 
OF NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES TOWARD NUCLEAR-WEAPON-FREE ZONES. 
(CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 4234, 4254, 4256, 4262, 4263) 

4. UN RESTRUCTURING - 

THE AD HOC COMMITTEE CONTACT GROUP BEGAN ITS FINAL REVIEW 
OF THE CHAIRMAN S TEXT ON UN RESTRUCTURING OCT. 31, TOOK UP 
SECTION V (OPERATIONAL ACTIVITIES), AND AGREED THAT THE 
CHAIRMAN'S TEXT WOULD BE THE BASIS FOR NEGOTIATIONS AND THAT 
THE G-77 DRAFT WOULD BE CONSIDERED AS PROPOSED AMENDMENTS. 

NONE OF THE G-77 PROPOSALS WERE ACCEPTED. EC-9 LED ATTACK AND 
WAS SUPPORTED BY OTHER DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. EVEN SOVIETS AGREED 
THAT G-77 TEXT DESTROYED ANY POSSIBLE SIGNIFICANCE IN THIS 
SECTION. FOLLOWONG THIS TOTALLY NEGATIVE RESPONSE, THE G-77 
AGREED TO RECONSIDER THEIR PROPOSALS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -

5. CONFERENCE AND LIBRARY SERVICES - 

SEVERAL DELEGATIONS SUFFICIENTLY IMPRESSED WITH OUR PRESENTATION 
TO SUGGEST THAT US PROPOSAL TO REDUCE UN APPROPRIATION FOR 
CONFERENCE AND LIBRARY SERVICES BE REFERRED TO COMMITTEE 
ON CONFERENCES, WITH INSTRUCTIONS REPORT BACK TO 33RD GA.

6. HUMAN RIGHTS - ROLE OF NGOS 

NETHERLANDS PREPARED PAPER ON ROLE OF NGOS IN HUMAN RIGHTS 
WHICH PROVIDES EXCELLENT BRIEFING ON UN ACTIONS TO CURB NGO 
ACTIVITIES. NGO COMMITTEE WILL MEET IN RESUMED SESSION NEXT 
JANUARY. PAPER PREPARED SPECIFICALLY FOR THAT MEETING AS 
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USSR, ARGENTINA AND OTHER SOUTHERN CONE LATIN AMERICAN 
STATES ARE AIMING FOR EXPULSION OF AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL AND 
OTHER ACTIVE HUMAN RIGHTS NGOS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 4245) 

7. HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN GUINEA - 

USUN HAS RECENTLY RECEIVED VISITS FROM REPRESENTATIVES OF

AN OFFICIAL OF THE GUINEAN LIBERATION GROUP, L'ORGANISATION 
UNIFIEE POUR LA LIBERATION DE LA GUINEE, CONCERNING CONTINUING 
VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN GUINEA. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 4261) 

8. G-77 RESOLUTION ON OVERVIEW MECHANISMS - 

MADEY (YUGLSLAVIA) TOLD MISOFF MEXICANS HAD WITHDRAWN THEIR 
ECOSOC/BASED PROPOSAL ON OVERVIEW MECHANISMS AND COMPROMISE 
WORKED OUT BETWEEN YUGOSLAV AND PAKISTANI TEXTS. YUGOSLAVS 
HOPED G-27 (STERRING COMMITTEE) WILL MAKE FINAL DECISION THIS 
WEEK. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 4251) 

9. ACAST NOMINATIONS - 

THE SECRETARIAT S SUBMISSION OF A LIST OF PROPOSED MEMBERS OF 
THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON THE APPLICATION OF SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY TO DEVELOPMENT (ACASTD) PROVED THE MOST CONTROVERSIAL 
ITEM OF THE OCT. 31 RESUMED ECOSOC SESSION. WHILE NO SINGLE 
DELEGATION PROBABLY INTENDED TO DELAY PROCEEDINGS. ECOSOC 
PRESIDENT SMID FELT COMPELLED BY THE COMBINATION OF EXPRESSED 
DISSATISFACTIONS TO DELAY CONSIDERATION OF THE MATTER UNTIL 
NEXT MEETING. AN ISRAELI RIGHT OF REPLY HAD FURTHER ENSURED 
POLITIZATION OF THE ISSUE. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 4249) 

10. CANDIDACIES FOR BOARD OF AUDITORS - 

BANGLADESH IS OPTING FOR SEAT ON UN BOARD OF AUDITORS 
TO BE VACATED BY COLOMBIA JUNE 30. 1978; HOWEVER, COLOMBIA 
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IS SEEKING RE-ELECTION. CANADIANS DISCLOSED THEIR INSTRUCTIONS 
ARE TO SUPPORT BANGLADESH AND THAT CHAIRMAN OF BOARD OF 
AUDITORS FAVORS BANGLADESH'S CANDIDATE OVER COLOMBIAN FOR 
REASONS OF EXPERTISE AND NON-POLITICAL PREFERENCE. (LIMITED
